Sy mptoms of Mumps 
When the g land becomes inflamed 
or infected it rapidly increases in 
size.

Sometimes only the g land of one side 
is affected and as the Inflammation 
subsides, the other g land beg ins to 
swell. 
If y ou have ever seen a case or 
mumps y ou will have no difficulty in 
recog nizing It thereafter.

Q uiet, R est E ssential | 
The sufferer from mpmpg ihould 
be kept as quiet a« possible. 
This 
Is best accomplished by confining the 
patient to bed. Quiet and abundant 
rest hasten conv alescence and com­ 
plete recov ery . The mouth and teeth 
should be kept clean by the repeated 
use of mouth washes of salt water or 
any other mild mouth antiseptic. 
Mumps Is an ex tremely contagion» ’ 
disease. 
It is quickly spread from 
one child to another. 
For this rea­ 
son it is imperativ e that the snfflirer 
be kept away from other children. 
The child should not be permitted to 
return to school until all the » well­ 
ing has subsided and the 
other 
sy mptoms hav e disappeared. 
It is probablo that the chief source 
of Infection of mumps is to be found 
in the discharge spray ed from the 
mouth and nose. It is a good plan 
to instruct a child to cov er hi» 
mouth and nose when coughing or 
sneezing. 
Adults, too. should follow 
this rule. 
Then 
there would 
fewer colds and infections.
